‘MR. ROSS ON THE ASSEWBLY'S 


FINANCIAL POSITION. 


Territerial Demands—The Ot- 
tawa Government Will Be 
Asked to Extend Fuller 
Provincial Powers to the 


Territories—A Revision of 


the Subsidy Basis Wanted. 


Tuurspay, Oct. 8th. 


The North West Assembly continued 
its usual sittings today, Mr. Speaker 
Betts in the chair. Petitions were 
presented in tavor of legislation for the 
destruction and extermination of 
noxious weeds. 

Mr. J. 41. Ross, Moose Jaw, moved 
that a select committee, consi-ting of 
Messieura Insinger, Brett, Magrath, 
funs, Knowling, Lineham, Ciinkskill, 
Bulyes, Brown, Meyers, Neff, Haul 
tain and the mover, be appointed for 
the purpoce of drafting » wemmorial to 
His Excellency the Gove:nor-General- 
iu-Council setting forth the financial 
and cunstitutiona: position of the As- 
sembly, the amendments which should 
be made to the North West Territozies 
Act to secure fuller powers, and the 
basis upon which the subsidy should be 
determined. Mr. Ross said that in the 
first place he would refer to the position 
of the Assembly in regard to memorinls 
to the parlia.nent of Canada, There 
was nothing in the Assembly inemori«l 
izing the parliament at Ortawa. = In 
1888 the then North-West Council saw 
tic nut only to inemoriahzs the Govern 
ment but to send a delegation to Ot- 
tava for the purpose of impressing 
upon the Government the position of 
the Council. He (Mr. Ross) was a» 
member of the delegation, and the 
Government gave them to understand 
that it would be able to deal with the 
question, though on « comewhut dif. 
ferent basis to that of the provinces. 
The government of the Territories had 
wlways heen # purely burexucratic gov- 
ernment, and it was decided to extend 
its powers. That had been done. 
Addiuonal powers had been given to 
the Assembly, but the machinery given 
had proved largely inoperative, or at 
any rate it did not work well. He 
believed that a great deal was due to 
the Executive fer the way in which 
they had beer abl: to work under so 
restrictive a law, and he could eay that 
with contidence, because he referred to 
a time betore he had the honor of being 
on the Executive. Before 1887, 
memorials from the Assembly were 
the only way the peopie of the Terri. 
tories couid speak to the parliament of 
Canada. Alter that date, however, 


the Domimon Parliament, and through 
them the wants of the NW.T. were 
made known to the Government and 
to Parliament. —1t, therefore, became 
questionable as to what subjects the 
Assembly could memorialize the Gov 
There was nu doubt, how, 
ever that the particular subject "ofthis 
resulutiun was one on which they had 
a right to petitior, and was also one 
which it had become a necessity te deal 
with by memorial. (Hear, hear.) it 
was © question that affected the House 
iteelf, and there was nuthing .new in 
the House meworiaiizing on such a 
matter, The House tad done so in 
1389 on the very- same subjects as 
thoee in the present resolution. The 
most important clause in that memorial 
asked for full representative powers, 
with the exception of power to raise 
money on the public credit. In 1892 
the Assembly again memoria-ized and 
other petitions and advances to the 
Department of the Interior, in 1893, 

1894, 1895 showed that the Assembly 
had not deviated one iota from the 
views expressed in the memorials. 

Having shown that the Assembly find 
always exercised the right to petition 
he would now show what was ‘he 
position at the present time aud what 
should be the text of the proposed 
memoria!, In the first place the As 

sembly required au extension of ita 
powers. ‘Ley desired the same powers 
of the province with the exception of 
the power to pledge the public credit ; 

and, he would mention in the first piace 
that thie would give them « status in 
dealing with the higher power at 
Ottawa, because they would go there 
with the request of an elective Execa- 
tive. The Executive, too, would have 
the power of calling the House together 
and of advising the dissolation of the 
House. It would alse eclect those who 
would have the conduct of elections. 
They had not, perhaps, yet felt the 
need of€ this, because they had so far 
had Lieutenant-Governora who had ac- 
ceded to their wishes, but the time 
might come when they had an arbitrary 


should h»ve the same. 
subject. 


Lieutenant-Governor, anc things might 
not work so smcothly. Then, again, 
the Executive ought to have the ap 
pointment of mayistrates and coroners. 
More than this, they ought to have the 
power to legislate, as the provinces had, 

subject, of course, to the veto at Ot- 
tawa, but not to deterrent legislation 
there. There had been actual incon 

venience in this respect. A few years 
ago. glanders broke out in the Territor 
ies and the Assembly passed some legis- 
lation aff-cting infectious diseases of 
animals, which he believed would have 
heen effective legislation, but it was 
found they had exceeded their juris 

diction and the legislation could not be 
prssed. Well, what they wanted was 
that in their legislation whether affect- 
ing civil rights or property, or anything 
else, there should not be a clashing 
juriediction. Another point was that 
at present the land was certainly under 
the control of the Dominion govern- 
ment. The time had come when the 
Territories should l:ave complete con- 
trul in reyard to this subject. In the 
estimates there was the sum of $18,000 
for the cost of the register offivee in 
the N.W TI, but there did not seem to 
be any credits ; and he felt sure. that 
the Assen ly could deal with the mat- 
ter without financial logs, as the income 
of the offices would be sufficient to 
cover the expenditure. Again he con- 
sidered they ought to have legislation 
from Ottawa on the éame linea as 
Manitoba had had. Take road allow- 
ances for instance. To-day they had 
to go throngh a very circuitous route 
in regard to new roads. The question 

had become a burning one in Manitoba, 

but it was settled by giving the prov. 

ince power to deal with it, and the 

time had come when the North West 

wer in this 

(Hear, hear) He had asked 

that the motion shou'd remain on the 

motion paper fur several days, because 

he wished that the proposed committee 


should be «eized of the opinion of the 


the House. Unless they were a unit 


on this question they could not expect 


to effect anything at Ottawa, If they 
went there with diti-rences of opinion 
the Dominion Government would soon 
say they would postpone the subject 
for a few years until they were al’ 
agreed here. He would now speak on 
the subject of finance. It was very 


eaav for the N.W.T. to make out now, 
as they had done in the past, a very 
strong case in their favor, that is of 


being treated as the provinces, with 
the exception that it was not proposed 
to pledge the public credit, to subsitize 
railways and that sort of tLing. What 
was asked was that their needs, snd 
the vervices that accrued from yeur to 


year, should he properly provided for. 


As Premier Hacitamn had often pointed 


out, the Territories had not created the 
position. 


It was the creation of the 


Dominion Parliament. The Territorial 


Government had heen treated as oe 


branch of the Departinent of the In 
terior, and such being the case it was 
for the Dominion Parliament to supply 
money for services and the institutions 
it had created. In 1891 the population 
of the Territories was 66,799 by census, 
and the grant was $211,200. In 1894 
the population had increased according 
to census to 86,000, and now by = esti- 
mate according to the ratio of increase 
to 113,000. The grant, however, was 
242,000 only, 0 that while the white 
population had increased 70 per cent 
the grant had been increased by only 
fifteen per cent. Well, then, what 
ought to be their subsidy? If they 
wefe.placed in the position of the 
provinces they would be entitled to « 
per capita grant on a population esti- 
mated ench five years. This would give 
them a population of 141,000, and at 
the per capita grant of eighty cents 
would amount to $112.800 On their 
actual population of 113,000 they 
would te entitled to adett allowance, 
or capital account, of five per cent. of 
@32.43 ahead. That wes the figure 
for Manitoba, and it would give them 
$183,229. Then there was ac allowance 
for the cost of government, which 
varied in the diferent proviners frow 
$30,000 tn $80,000. In Manitoba it 
was $50,000, and the aren of the Ter- 
ritcries was so wnuch lager than that 
of Manitoba, he thought they would 
not be asking too much if thev asked 
for the same snount, viz, 850,000 
That was a total of $346,029, on these 
heads alone. [here was one oh-r 
source of revenue which they cuuld 
expect so increase. That was the lend. 
The province of Manitoha in its rager- 
ness to get a snap had made « hargain 
with the Government as regards its 
lands that it had regretted ever since, 
Tt had been recogniard by the Demin- 
ion government that the province. 
were entitled to compenstaion ter the 
lands retained.

might, of course, be argued, and was 
argued, that as there was no- revenue 
from the lands, therefore, nothing 
should be given for them. But why 
was there no revenue from the ‘lands ? 
Simply becsuse the Government had 
given away their lande to the ©. P. R. 
and other corporations. The Gov ern- 
Ment might answer that they had con- 
structed the C.P.K., but they had done 
that for Canada, not for the North. 
West particularly. The C.P.R. had 
received twenty tive millions in dollars 
and twenty tive millions in acres, worth 
a dollar an acre. The interest on the 
dollars was $750,000 a year, and the 
portion paid by the N. W.T. was 316,- 
950, so they were in this position, they 
not only paid their portion of the 
750,000, but they iad their lands 
taken away from them as well ; and 
they had their lands taken away even 
to subsidize railways in Manitoba. Mr. 
Ross then pointed out that the number 
ef schools had increased from 245 in 
1891 to 395 in 1895, and were atill 
increasing ; that all the other services 
were growing at the same rate; and 
that unless the subsidy were increased 
the government would come to a stand- 
still. He concluded with an éloquent 
appeal to the Assembly not to be 
influenced by which party was in 
power at Ottawa, but first, last and 
always to stand by the Assembly to 
which they had been sent to look after 
the interests ot the North-West Terri- 
tories locally ; and he believed that 
wher their position was placed befo-e 
the Parlinment at Ottawa the justice. 
and reason of their demands would be 
recognized and acknowledged. (Cheers. ) 
Premier Haultain formally seconded 
the motion, which was carried anani- 
mously.

The Committee 
also recommended experiments with 
the Caniff nachine,.and had voted $150 
towards the manufacture of one. The 
machine had been made, but as yet the 
results had not givenentire satisfaction, 


On Tuesday, Oct. 6th, Mr. Insinger 
asked if it was the intention of the 
Lieut. Governor to collect the amount 
of taxes from Statute Labor districts 
that had remained unpaid for not 
than two years The Premier replied 
that amendinents would be introduced 
which would deal with the question, 
and it was not the intention of the 
Executive to take any. action until 
they had the opinion of the House 
regarding these amendments.
